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Rich  Hillyard,  freshman  in  communications  and  Dave 
Gardner,  sophomore  in  international  relations  applaud  Gov. 
Reagan's  speech. 
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some  kind  of  a  deal  with  the  tooth 
fairy,”  he  added. 

In  a  press  conference  prior  to  the 
speech,  Reagan  pointed  out  that  both 
he  and  Orrin  Hatch  were  once  active 
members  of  the  Democratic  Party. 
Referring  to  a  “widening  gap”  between 
the  people  and  the  Democratic 
platform  Reagan  said,  “We  didn’t  leave 
the  party.  The  party  left  us.” 

According  to  the  former  governor,  he 
is  endorsing  Hatch’s  candidacy  because 
“I  know  Orrin  Hatch,  I  know  what  he 
represents,  what  he  stands  for,  and  I 
believe  that  in  Washington  today  we 
have  the  most  irresponsible  Congress  in 
the  memory  of  any  one  of  us.” 

Later  Reagan  said,  “It’s  important 
that  we  send  Gerald  Ford  back  to  the 
White  House.  But  don’t  send  him  back 
alone  with  only  a  veto  to  stand  up 
against  Congress.” 

Comparing  the  platforms  of  the  two 
major  parties  he  spoke  of  proposed 
programs  for  welfare,  legalized 
abortion,  and  increased  government 
regulation  espoused  by  the  Democratic 
platform. 

Citing  the  importance  of  meeting  the 
needs  of  the  “spiritual  side  of  man”  he 
said,  “It  isn’t  enough  to  simply  have  a 
welfare  program  that  fills  a  man’s  belly 
with  bacon  and  beans  and  ignores  the 
fact  that  there’s  a  spirit  in  the  man  that 
is  being  killed  by  the  very  thing  they’re 
doing.” 

In  a  well  received  comment  on 
abortion  he  said  the  Republican 


platform  “recognizes  that  in  abortion 
you  are  taking  a  human  life.” 

Speaking  of  the  importance  of  a 
strong  and  carefully  placed  national 
defense  Reagan  received  a  standing 
ovation  when  he  said,  “The  Republican 
platform  states  that  American  troops 
will  never  again  be  committed  for  the 
purpose  of  our  own  defense  or  that  of 
our  allies  unless  we  intend  to  achieve 
our  stated  purpose.  In  other  words, 
never  again  will  young  men  be  asked  to 
fight  and  die  for  their  country  unless  it 
is  for  a  cause  their  country  intends  to 
win.” 

Saying  that  he  had  experienced  four 
wars  during  his  lifetime  he  said  that 
“not  one  came  about  because  of  our 
having  an  excess  of  power.” 

Reagan  decried  the  Democratic  plan 
of  national  economic  planning  through 
which  he  said  the  government  would 
decide  “where  an  American  will  work, 
what  kind  of  work  the  American  will 
do,  what  will  be  produced,  how  much 
it  will  sell  for  and  how  much  the 
worker  will  be  paid.”  He  labeled  the 
plan  “fascism.” 

Concerning  possible  energy  problems 
facing  the  country,  Reagan  denounced 
the  Democratic  plan  to  “break  up  large 
oil  companies.”  He  called  for  an  end  to 
government  intervention  in  the  free 
marketplace  saying,  “Get  government 
out  of  the  way  and  turn  the  industry 
loose  to  find  the  energy  sources  this 
country  needs.”

cited  Rampton  for  “overall  excellence 
of  leadership  in  administering 
governmental  affairs  for  the  State  of 
Utah.”  The  inscription  also  said, 
“Through  his  personal  interest,  a  new 
sense  of  professionalism  was 
introduced  into  state  government.” 

Rampton  served  as  a  member  of  the 
Commission  on  Party  Reform  of  the 
Democratic  National  Committee  in 
1970-71. 

Prior  to  his  election  as  governor, 
Rampton  was  the  Davis  County 
Attorney  from  1939-40  and  the 
assistant  attorney  general  of  Utah  from 
1941-42  and  194648. 

Rampton,  now  in  his  12th  year  as 
governor,  has  served  in  that  office 
longer  than  any  other  man  in  Utah’s 
history. 

A  native  of  Bountiful,  Rampton 
received  his  B.S.  degree  from  the 
University  of  Utah  in  1936.  He 
attended  George  Washington  University 
in  Washington,  D.C.,  and  finished  work 
for  his  law  degree  at  the  University  of 
Utah  Law  School  in  1940.  While

Jimmy  Carter  and  President  Ford 
both  headed  from  the  Midwest  to  the 
Northwest  Wednesday  amid  a 
continuing  exchange  over  Ford’s  ties  to 
the  administration  of  former  President 
Richard  M.  Nixon. 

For  the  second  day  in  a  row, 
President  Ford  tried  Wednesday  to 
establish  his  distance  from  the  Nixon 
administration,  saying  he  had  banished 
a  “dictatorial  attitude”  from  the  White 
House. 

Expanding  on  remarks  he  made 
Tuesday  night  in  a  statewide  campaign 
telecast  in  Illinois,  Ford  told  reporters 
in  Atlantic  City,  N.J.,  Wednesday  that 
he  had  “significantly  reduced  the 
power  and  authority  of  the  White 
House  staff”  and  given  greater 
responsibility  to  Cabinet  departments 
and  agencies  since  he  succeeded  Nixon 
inAugust  1974. 

Carter  had  told  Illinois  crowds  that 
Ford  had  kept  too  many  Nixon 
officials  in  the  government  and  did  not 
bring  new  people  into  office  “to 
change  things  that  were  wrong”  with 
the  Nixon  administration. 

Early  Wednesday  morning  both  men 
set  out  for  the  East  from  Chicago’s 
O’Hare  Airport  minutes  apart.  Carter’s 
jet,  headed  for  New  York  City,  passed 
Air  Force  One,  with  Ford  aboard, 
somewhere  over  Cleveland  at  10:45 
a.m.  EDT. 

Ford  was  to  go  from  Atlantic  City  to 
Philadelphia  for  a  series  of  appearances. 
Carter  campaigned  in  New  York  City 
before  traveling  to  Pittsburgh,  Pa. 


Carter’s  running  mate,  Walter  F. 
Mondale,  was  in  Camden,  N.J.,  telling  a 
Democratic  rally  at  a  Polish-American 
citizens  club  that  the  state  was 
suffering  from  1  1  per  cent 
unemployment,  the  highest  in  the 
nation,  as  a  result  of  Ford 
administration  economic  policies. 

Ford’s  running  mate,  Bob  Dole,  was 
in  Fort  Wayne,  Ind.,  defending  the 
President’s  economic  record.  Dole  told 
a  Republican  breakfast,  “It  is  true  that 
we  have  unemployment.  One  reason  is 
that  more  teenagers  and  women  are 
entering  the  labor  market  than  ever 
before.” 

The  number  of  teen-agers  seeking 
work  has  increased  over  the  years, 
partly  because  of  the  post-war  baby 
boom.  The  Labor  Department  says 
women  accounted  for  39.9  per  cent  of 
the  95.2-million-person  labor  force  in 
September,  contrasted  to  36.7  per  cent 
of  an  82.7-million-person  labor  force  in 
1970. 

Democrats  have  argued  that  many 
women  and  teen-agers  have  been  forced 
to  seek  work  unwillingly  as  the  number 
of  families  in  poverty  increased  during 
the  Ford  administration. 

Earlier  the  White  House  and  Playboy 
magazine  traded  comments  over 
whether  Ford  really  rejected  out  of 
hand  an  interview  with  the  publication. 

Although  the  White  House  once 
expressed  interest  in  setting  up  a 
Playboy  interview  for  Ford, 
presidential  aides  say  Ford  never  really 
iintended  to  do  so  and  that  Playboy 
executives  were  just  being  given  the 
run-around.

Stating  the  purpose  of  the  surveys,  Saba  said, 
“We  can  all  look  and  see  that  there  is  a  congestion 
problem,  but  we  need  to  categorically  state,  using 
data,  that  there  is  a  problem.” 

A  mail  survey  will  also  be  sent  to  500  students 
and  200  faculty  and  staff  for  input  as  to  whether  or 
not  they  would  favor  a  shuttle  bus  system,  Saba 
said. 

After  the  data  from  the  surveys  is  collected, 
charts  of  the  peak  density  times  and  areas  will  be 
drawn  up.  Saba  will  compile  a  report  and  suggest 
solutions  for  the  problems  defined  by  the  data. 

“There  is  a  possibility  that  a  shuttle  bus  system 
will  be  recommended  as  a  solution,”  Saba  said.  He 
said  the  report  should  be  ready  in  early  January. 
Sa  ba  will  present  the  report  to  the  Traffic 
Committee,  the  Physical  Plant  and  the 
administration. 

Saba  is  working  on  the  traffic  project  as  part  of 
his  master’s  thesis.  Members  of  the  geography 
department  are  assisting  with  the  cartographic 
work,  he  said. 


“Many  large  universities  have  solved  their  traffic 
problems  with  a  shuttle  bus  system  and  peripheral 
parking  lots,”  Saba  said. 

ASBYU  Pres.  Randy  Sloat  and  Saba  are  planning 
to  visit  Kent  State  University  and  the  University  of 
Massachusetts  at  Amherst  in  early  December. 
“Thpy  have  an  outstanding  shuttle  bus  system  and 
we  want  to  look  at  their  programs,”  Saba  said. 
Quite  a  few  universities  have  been  able  to  maintain 
a  shuttle  bus  system  successfully,  he  added. 

If  a  shuttle  bus  proposal  is  made,  it  will  involve  a 
reorganization  of  parking  lots,  Saba  explained.  The 
shuttle  buses  would  run  from  the  peripheral  lots  to 
the  core  of  campus. 

Saba  stressed  that  the  traffic  research  is  only  a 
feasibility  study,  “It  will  take  years  of  planning 
and  convincing  before  a  shuttle  bus  system  could 
be  used  here,”  Saba  said,  “but  it  might  be  within 
the  next  1 0  years.” 

Saba  said  that  the  sooner  the  research  is  done, 
the  sooner  the  proposal  can  be  made,  but  the  lack 
of  student  help  is  holding  up  progress. 


The  Utah  County  Attorney’s  office 
Wednesday  issued  a  statement  freeing 
Utah  County  Treasurer  Stanley  Walker 
of  charges  he  violated  state  law. 

Representatives  from  the  Utah 
County  League  of  Women  Voters  had 
accused  Walker  Friday  of  illegally 
soliciting  funds  from  County  Personnel 
Director  Mark  Nordgren,  who  was  on 
the  merit  system. 

The  Utah  Code  prohibits  any  county 
official,  whether  elected  or  appointed, 
from  soliciting  funds  for  political 
activity  from  any  employe  on  the  merit 
system. 

The  statement  reads,  in  part, 
“Sections  17-33-14  (4)  and  17-331-7, 
of  the  Utah  Code,  in  effect,  prohibits  a 
county  officer  or  employe  from,  in  any 
way,  asking  another  officer  or  employe 
who  is  covered  by  the  Utah  County 
Merit  System  to  contribute  money  or 
anything  of  value  ...  for  political 
purposes.” 

The  statement  says  that  only  willful 
violation  of  the  ordinance  constitutes  a 
crime  which  would  force  the  violator 
to  resign  from  office  and  make  him  or 
her  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

Although  Walker  talked  with 
Nordgren,  any  soliciting  that  was  done 
was  not  willfully  done,  according  to 
the  statement. 

Walker  spoke  with  Nordgren  while 
talking  to  department  heads,  most  of 
whom  are  not  under  the  merit  system. 
Walker  said  that  at  the  time  that  he 
talked  with  Nordgren,  he  was  not 
aware  that  any  department  heads  were 


merit  employes. 

The  statement  says  that  the  county 
attorney’s  office  interviewed  Walker 
and  Nordgren  separately  on  the  matter. 
It  says  that  the  interviews  did  not 
differ  on  any  material  points. 

At  that  time,  Nordgren  said,  there 
was  no  list  readily  available  telling  who 
were  and  were  not  on  the  merit  system. 

Walker  said  that  he  did  not  know 
then  that  Nordgren  was  on  the  merit 
plan,  a  fact  which  Nordgren  told  him 
of  later. 

“Mr.  Nordgren  knows  of  no  facts 
suggesting  that  Mr.  Walker  knew  that 
Mr.  Nordgren  was  a  merit  employe,”  the 
attorney’s  statement  reads.

WASHINGTON  A(P)  -  The  Ford 
administration  said  Wednesday  it 
underspent  its  budget  by  $7.6  billion  in 
the  last  three  months,  again  raising 
questions  of  whether  the 
administration  has  contributed  to  the 
recent  economic  slowdown. 

The  total  shortfall  in  government 
spending  was  $1.4  billion  for  the 
nine-month  period  ending  in 
September. 

Although  at  first  glance  a  reduction 
in  government  spending  may  seem  like 
good  news,  it  can  hurt  the  private 
economy  because  it  means  the 
government  is  buying  less  than  it  said  it 
would.  This  may  mean  lower  output, 
profits  and  employment  throughout 
the  economy. 


they  are  connected,  although  top 
administration  officials  deny  this. 

A  major  share  of  the  under-spending 
in  the  past  nine  months  occurred  in  the 
Defense  Department,  which  spent  $3.6 
billion  less  than  it  was  authorized  to 
spend.  The  remainder  of  the  spending 
shortfall  was  distributed  throughout 
government  agencies. 

Administration  budget  agency 
officials  still  were  unable  to  say  why 
the  spending  slowdown  was  so 
widespread.  They  said  previously  they 
were  surprised  and  concerned  about  it 
because  it  was  not  anticipated. 

The  government  released  another 
report  Wednesday  showing  that  the 
productiviy  of  the  private  economy 
rose  at  an  annual  rate  of  3.8  per  cent  in 
the  third  quarter.  That  was  equal  to  the 
second-quarter  rate  but  below  the  7.4 
per  cent  rate  of  the  first  quarter.

will  continue  next  year  but  added  the 
impact  on  the  economy  will  not  be 
great  if  it  does. 


However,  George  L.  Perry,  an 
economist  at  the  Brookings  Institution, 
said  the  spending  slowdown  has  not

Simon  and  Lynn  said  in  their 
statement  that  total  spending  in  the 
July  through  September  period  was 
$94.5  billion,  down  from  the  $102.1 
billion  estimate  in  July.  Receipts 
during  the  period  were  $81.8  billion, 
only  $300  million  below  the  earlier 
estimate,  leaving  a  deficit  of  .  $12. 7 
billion. 


Pound  climbs  slowly 


LONDON  (AP)  -  The  British  pound 
made  a  slow,  painful  climb  Wednesday 
against  a  background  of  speculation 
about  rising  interest  rates. 

By  midday,  the  pound  had  reached 
$1.5975,  up  three-quarters  of  a  cent 
from  its  Tuesday  night  closing  price  in 
London.

Gurney  had  been 
charged  with  lying  to  the 
grand  jury  about  his 
knowledge  of  a  scheme 
in  which  his  subordinates 
collected  more  than 
$400,000  in  Gurney’s 
name  by  promising 
builders  favors  with  the 
Federal  Housing 
Administration. 
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to  enforce  the  plan. 

The  Christians  also  demanded  total 
control  by  the  Lebanese  government 
over  Palestinian  guerrillas  in  Lebanon 
and  pledged  to  continue  an  1 1 -day-old 
campaign  to  drive  the  guerrillas  from 
southern  Lebanon.

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(^CISCO  (AP)  -  Scientists  experimenting

ne  out  of  the  area  of  basic  science,”

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Through  such  genetic  engineering,  he  said,  cells 
could  be  ordered  to  produce  drugs  like  insulin, 
essential  to  the  survival  of  about  a  third  of  the 
nation’s  10  million  diabetics. 

Boyer,  who  directed  the  research  at  the  University 
of  California-San  Francisco,  said  such  production 
might  be  only  five  years  away. 

The  genetic  engineering  is  based  on  the  technique 
involving  “recombinant  DNA,”  research  reported  in 
1973  and  1974  and  for  which  the  University  of 
California  and  Stanford  University  have  together 
applied  for  a  patent  on  the  commercial  use  of  the 
technique,  the  universities  announced. 

Boyer’s  work  in  reconstructing  parts  of  parts  for 
DNA,  the  basic  chemical  unit  of  heredity,  “parallel” 
the  break-through  announced  last  August  by  Har 
Gobind  Khorana  and  Others  at  the  Massachusetts 
Institute  of  Technology,  the  University  of  California 
said. 

The  Khorana  group  succeeded  in  linking  complex 
chains  of  DNA  to  duplicate  the  actual  gene  of  a 
simple  bacterium,  E.  coii,  which  lives  in  the  human 
intestine.  When  this  manmade  gene  was  then  inserted 
into  the  cell,  it  functioned  like  its  real-life  model. 

Boyer  explained  his  group  had  synthesized  a 
section  of  ■  DNA  that  orders  the  genes  of  E.  coli  to 
produce  an  enzyme  used  for  digesting  milk.  Normally 


the  enzyme  is  produced  only  when  the  cell  needs  it. 

“Normally  there’s  a  protein  molecule  that  sits  on 
top  of  this  genetic  segment  and  keeps  it  from 
working,”  Boyer  explained.  Such  molecules,  called 
“repressors,”  are  important  clues  to  understanding 
what  turns  a  gene  on  and  off. 

When  the  manmade  DNA  was  inserted  into  the  cell, 
Boyer  said,  it  grabbed  the  repressor  molecule  away 
from  the  cell’s  own  DNA,  which  then-began  to  order 
the  gene  to  produce  the  enzyme. 

Scientists  think  repressor  molecules  are  part  of  the 
reason  gene  in  human  fetus  will  direct  cells  to  form 
into  a  hand  and  another,  perfectly  indentical  gene, 
will  order  the  development  of  a  nose. 

Boyer  said  the  biggest  stumbling  block  in  making 
genetics  work  for  man  in  producing  insulin  and  other 
drugs  is  the  laborious  synthesizing  of  DNA  segment 
sand  genes  that  are  more  complicated  than  those  used 
in  the  UCSF  and  MIT  research. 

“Putting  it  into  the  cell  is  a  snap,’,’  he  said.  “We 
have  the  technology  for  that.  DNA  synthesis  is  still 
very  expensive  and  time  consuming.” 

Other  UCSF  biochemists  in  the  project  are  Drs. 
Howard  M.  Goodman,  Heh  Council  of  Canada,  and 
Drs.  Keeichi  Itakura,  Syr-yaung  Lin  and  Arthur  D. 
Riggs  of  the  City  of  Hope' National  Medical  Center, 
Duarte,  Calif.

Vitamin  C  cold  treatment 
still  not  cure,  says  study 


BOSTON  (AP )  —  Researchers  who  said  two  years 
ago  Vitamin  C  might  relieve  the  common  cold  now 
conclude  the  drug  does  not  significantly  ease 
symptomsof  the  snjffles. 

The  team  of  doctors,  among  the  first  to  confirm 
the  relieving  powers  of  the  vitamin,  say  now  their 
earlier  assertions  were  wrong. 

“We  do  not  believe  that  Vitamin  C  has  widespread 
usefulness  as  a  cold  remedy,”  the  doctors  concluded. 

The  new  study  was  directed  by  Dr.  John  F. 
Coulehan  at  the  University  of  Pittsburgh  Medical 
School.  It  is  reported  in  an  issue  of  the  New  England 
Journal  of  Medicine  for  publication  today. 

The  virtues  of  Vitamin  C  have  been  debated  since 
Nobel  laureate  Linus  Pauling  said  in  1970  people  who 
took  large  daily  doses  of  the  drug  would  have  fewer 
colds.  He  also  said  the  colds  they  did  get.  would  be 
less  severe. 

To  test  that  theory,  Coulehan  and  his  associates 
experimented  with  students  at  a  Navajo  boarding

Y  prof  says 

The  use  of  force  and  power  may  produce  moral 
behavior  on  a  short-term  basis,  but  will  not  have  a 
lasting  effect  on  the  person  being  disciplined, 
according  to  the  findings  of  Dr.  Larry  C.  Jensen,  a 
BYU  professor  of  psychology. 

Dr.  Jensen  recently  published  a  book  on  the  subject 
of  behavior  entitled,  “What’s  Right,  What’s  Wrong;  a 
Psychological  Analysis  of  Moral  Behavior.”  The  book 
was  made  possible  by  a  grant  through  BYU’s  Family 
Research  Center  from  a  private  foundation. 

If  a  person  wishes  to  change  behavior  on  a 
permanent  basis,  then  low-power,  more  rational, 
emotionally  oriented  techniques  should  be  used, 
according  to  Dr.  Jensen.  These  techniques,  coupled 
with  an  emphasis  on  reasoning,  is  the  most  effective 
way  to  modify  moral  behavior,  he  added. 

As  an  illustration  of  this  principle,  Dr.  Jensen  refers 
to  a  study  by  psychologist  M.R.  Lepper.  Lepper 
forbade  two  groups  of  children  from  playing  with 
toys  with  either  a  mild  or  severe  threat-  of 
punishment,  while  giving  the  third  group  no  threat  at 
all.  Three  weeks  later,  a  . second  experimenter  asked 
the  children  to  play  a  game  in  which  they  could 
obtain  prizes  by  falsifying  their  scores. 

The  results  showed  the  group  under  the  mild  threat 
falsified  their  scores  the  least,  while  the  worst  cases  of 
falsifying  came  from  those  who  had  been  threatened 
severely.  Lepper’s  interpretation  was  that  the  group 
severely  threatened  perceived  themselves  as  “bad 
boys”  and  thus  their  future  behavior  was  negatively 
affected. 

The  book  would  be  helpful  to  anyone  interested  in 
moral  behavior,  but  parents  would  especially  find  it 
useful,  Dr.  Jensen  said.  “It  is  an  attempt  to  interpret, 
in  non-technical  language,  some  findings  about  moral 
behavior,”  Dr.  Jensen  explained. 

Dr.  Jensen  also  explains  in  his  book  emotional 
.  reactions  to  transgressions  and  how  individuals  cope, 
and  he  outlines  prescriptions  for  the  development  of 
morality  in  “temptation  situations.” 

The  book  took  nearly  six  years  to  produce.  Dr. 
Jensen  is  currently  writing  another  book  with  BYU 
faculty  member,  Dr.  Duane  Boyce,  titled  “Moral 
Reasoning:  A  Philosophical  and  Psychological 
Integration.” 


school  in  Arizona.  They  concluded  in  1974  that 
students  who  took  Vitamin  C  had  milder  colds. 

“Our  study  got  a  lot  of  publicity  and  was  used  to 
argue  that  Vitamin  C  was  beneficial,”  Coulehan  said 
in  an  interview. 

“Because  of  this,  we  went  into  a  second  study  that 
was  longer  and  more  controlled.” 

The  second  time,  the  doctors  said  they  watched  the 
health  of  868  Navajo  children  at  schools  in 
Steamboat  and  Lower  Greasewood,  Ariz.  Half  took 
Vitamin  C  and  the  rest  got  fake  pills.  Over  five 
months,  the  number  and  length  of  colds  were  almost 
identical  between  the  two  groups,  the  doctors  said. 

“Our  important  finding  was  negative,”  Coulehan 
said.  “We  were  unable  to  demonstrate  significant 
benefits  of  Vitamin  C.” 

Coulehan  noted  some  other  researchers  are  still 
reporting  mild  benefits  to  cold  victims  from  Vitamin 
C.  He  said  scientists  theorize  that  in  some  cases  the 
vitamin  has  an  effect  on  the  body  similar  to  an 
antihistamine.

Kentucky  town  'killed,' 
but  land  taxes  doubled 


r 


GILBERTSVILLE,  Ky.  (AP)  -  When 
residents  voted  to  kill  off  this  western 
Kentucky  hamlet,  they  figured  they’d 
also  be  putting  an  end  to  their  city 
property  taxes. 

But  after  100  of  the  former  town’s 
300  residents  have  just  been  hit  with  a 
one-time,  200  per  cent  increase  in  their 
tax  bills. 

Gilbertsville  officially  died  last  June 
14  after  a  judge  accepted  results  of  a 
referendumt  vote  abolishing  its 
23-year-old  charter.  One  of  the 
arguments  against  the  charter  was  that 
it  authorized  taxation. 


Former  city  attorney  Roger  W.  Perry 
explained  Tuesday  that  although  the 
city  was  dissolved  by  court  order,  it 
owes  $4,200  and  “cannot  wind  up 
under  Kentucky  law  without  first 
paying  off  its  debts.” 

City  receiver  George  Long  said  he 
began  raising  the  funds  by  selling  off 
the  city’s  outstanding  assets,  including 
typewriters,  walkie-talkies  and  the 
town’s  only  police  car.

WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  Richard  Nixon’s  Watergate 
conversations  with  his  associates  were  quoted 
extensively  in  print  and  made  headlines  during  the 
1974  cover-up  trial.  Now,  the  public  may  be  allowed 
to  hear  those  incriminating  and  sometimes  earthy 
tapes. 

A  court  ruling  Tuesday  to  allow  copying,  broadcast 
and  sale  of  30  White  House  tapes  used  as  trial 
evidence  displeased  Nixon’s  lawyer. 

“The  effect  of  the  U.S.  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals 
decision  is  to  permit  the  commercial  exploitation  of 
the  recordings  of  presidential  conversations 
subpoenaed  for  use  in  a  criminal  trial,”  Herbert  J. 
Miller  said.  “Accordingly,  we  will  appeal  that 
decision.” 

The  court  noted  that  “the  tapes  already  have  been 
played  in  a  public  forum”  and  said  Nixon’s  claim  of 
“intrusion  on  the  sensibilities  of  those  whose  voices 
appear  on  the  tapes”  is  groundless. 

“The  tapes  at  issue  are  not  recordings  of  bedroom 
or  other  intimate  conversations,”  the  court  said.  “The 


embarrassment  Mr.  Nixon  fears  is  not  republication 
of  highly  personal  matters.  Rather,  we  deal  with 
conversations  between  business  associates  admitted 
into  evidence  as  proof  of  criminal  misconduct. 

“The  embarrasment  Mr.  Nixon  anticipates  is  largely 
that  which  results  whenever  misconduct  or 
questionable  conduct  is  exposed.” 

The  tapes  involved  cover  18  to  22  hours  of 
conversations  in  the  Oval  Office  and  Nixon’s 
Executive  Office  Building  hideaway,  including  the 
June  23,  1972,  presidential  order  to  derail  the  FBI’s 
investigation  of  the  Watergate  break-in  that  occurred 
six  days  earlier. 

.  Nixon  had  fought  through  the  courts  to  withhold 
that  tape  and  63  others  from  Watergate  prosecutors. 
When  the  Supreme  Court  finally  ordered  him  to 
provide  them  as  evidence,  Nixon  made  the  contents 
of  several  June  23  conversations  public  and  resigned 
three  days  later. 

The  appeals  court  ruled ,  2  to  1  that  the 
common-law  right  to  inspect  and  copy  judicial 


records  extends'to  exhibits,  such  as  theitapes. 

U.S.  District  Court  Judge  John  J.  Sirica,  who 
presided  over  the  Watergate  cover-up  trial,  had 
blocked  public  release  of  the  tapes  until  the  convicted 
defendants  had  gone  through  the  appeals  process. 

The  appeals  court  recently  upheld  the  convictions 
of  former  Atty.  Gen.  John  N.  Mitchell,  former  White 
House  chief  of  staff  H.  R.  Haldeman  and  former 
domestic  counselor  John  D.  Ehrlichman.  Their 
convictions,  however,  are  being  appealed  to  the 
Supreme  Court  . 

Sirica  was  told  by  the  appeals  court  to  work  out  a 
plan  for  releasing  the  tapes.

WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  Retired  Supreme  Court 
Justice  William  O.  Douglas  was  released  Tuesday  from 
Walter  Reed  Army  Hospital  where  he  was  admitted 
last  Labor  Day  weekend  after  breaking  a  hip  in  a  fall 
at  his  home. 

Hospital  officials  said  Douglas,  77,  was  well  enough 
to  continue  his  convalescence  home. 

Douglas,  partially  paralyzed  by  the  December  1974 
stroke  which  had  eventually  forced  his  resignation 
from  the  Supreme  Court,  had  undergone  extensive 
surgery  for  the  fractured  left  hip.  Details  of  the 
accident,  which  occurred  at  his  home,  were  never 
released.

CHICAGO  (AP)  -  You  won’t  find  this  bicycle  club 
pedaling  down  leafy  country  lanes  on  warm 
afternoons. 

But  you  may  see  members  whizzing  down 
Chicago’s  neon-bright  Rush  Street  some  night  as  they 
cycle  from  bar  to  bar.  Headquarters  for  the  Chicago 
Friars  is  a  corner  of  a  cozy  tavern  called  Friar  Tuck’s 
on  the  city’s  North  Side. 

Several  times  each  month,  an  assortment  of  the 
club’s  some  180  members  meet,  take  on  some 
lubrication,  then  pedal  off  into  the  night  in  search  of 
more  refreshment.  It  might  be  as  far  away  as  a  pub  in 
Rogers  Park,  10  miles  north  of  the  city,  where  a  glass 
of  beer  sells  for  a  dime. 

Then' they  will  return  to  home  base  for  some  pizza, 
and  more  beer.  Sometimes  they  head  downtown  with 
a  supply  of  wine  and  cheese  to  add  a  little  culture  to 
their  outings  at  the  Grant  Park  bandshell.  Sometimes 
they  just  drink  the  night  away  at  Friar  Tuck’s  then 
mount  their  bikes  at  closing  time  and  take  an 
“insomnia  ride.” 

This  entails  several  stops  at  all-night  hamburger 
joints  before  ending  up  at  the  lakefront  to  toast  the 
sunrise. 

So  far  there  have  not  been  any  accidents  or  tickets 
for  tipsy  biking.  The  Friars  have  a  code  of  looking 
out  for  each  other. 

“Once  we  had  a  guy  fall  off  his  bike,  but  usually 
everybody  manages  to  hang  on,”  says  Jerry  Gross,  34, 
club  president.  “We  do  have  a  lot  of  people  who 
develop  amnesia  on  these  trips.  They  forget  anything 
embarrassing  they  might  have  done  along  the  way,”

The  average  age  of  the  Friars  is  about  30,  and  most 
work  at  white  collar  jobs.  They  are  nearly  as  many 
women  as  men  in  the  club,  and  almost  all  are  either 
single  or  divorced. 

“I  used  to  be  embarrassed  just  hanging  out  in  bars 
all  the  time,  but  here  we  drink  and  do  things.  We  get 
in  a  lot  of  exercise,”  said  Dave  Wildgrube,  28,  a  data 
processor. 

Gross  said,  “For  most  of  the  members,  the  club 
probably  provides  at  least  50  per  cent  of  their  social 
lives.  On  some  weekends  we  go  camping.  And  in  the 
winter  we  set  up  skiing  trips.” 

Gross  said  a  lot  of  the  Friars  went  through  the 
“meat  market  scene”  —  the  discos  and  dance  clubs 
where  most  singles  meet  members  of  the  opposite 

“That  wears  you  out  after  a  while.  It’s  so  electric. 
Everybody  feels  obligated  to  hustle.  You  have  to 
score  just  to  show  the  others  you’re  a  viable  human 
being,”  said  Gross.  “There  are  two  types  of  singles. 
The  pretty  people  at  the  discos  and  the  people  like 
us.  We  do  whatever  we  feel  like  doing.  We’re  only 
concerned  about  impressing  ourselves. 

“From  all  the  nutty  things  we  do  together  we 
develop  a  sense  of  obligation  toward  one  another. 
That  never  happens  with  the  beautiful  people.” 

Linda  Meads,  29,  a  computer  programmer,  said 
when  she  first  came  to  Chicago  three  years  ago  she 
spent  some  time  on  Rush  Street  and  “it  was  hard  to 
get  close  to  people  in  the  Friars,  people  look  out  for 
each  other.

In  an  area  where  most 
household  water  must  be 
hauled  20  miles'  and 
where  recent  droughts 
have  dried  up  livestock 
wells,  the  new  water  is 
changing  lives. 

It.  comes  from  two 
3j700-foot  wells  drilled 
to  supply  silo  crews  and 
it’s  much  softer  than 
water  from  less  expensive 
wells  that  are  not  as  deep 
or  from  livestock  wells, 
laden  with  iron  and 
alkaline. 

‘‘My  neighbors 
couldn’t  seem  to  cut 
down  enough  on  the 
amount  of  soap  they 
used  in  washing,”  said 
rancher  Joe  Wieser,  citing 
an  example  of  how  the 
new  water  had  made  life 
easier. 

A  dairy  farmer  noted 
an  immediate  increase  in 


milk  production  after  his 
cows  started  drinking 
from  the  new  tap. 

“All  in  all,  it  has  made 
for  a  much  more 
efficient  ranch 
operation,”  said  Dave 
Barber,  president  of  the 
water  users,  21  ranchers 
who  pay  $440  each  year 
to  distribute  the  water 
from  the  old  silo.  The 
project  was  financed  at  a 
cost  of  $283,000. 

The  huge  Titan  missile 
site  was  built  in  1961  but 
abandoned  two  years 
later.  The  bombproof 
complex  could  sustain 
the  crew  for  days 
without  access  to  the 
outside. 

“We  had  to  drill 
through  30  inches  of 
concrete  and  steel,  to  the 
bottom  of  a  60-foot 
domed  room,  to  extend 
our  well  casing.”

Tonight  the  Film  Society  begins  its 
Halloween  weekend  with  “House  of 
Fear”  and  Frank  Capra’s  “The  Strong 
Man”  starring  Harry  Langdon. 

“House  of  Fear”  is  probably  the  best 
of  the  Basil  Rathbone,  Nigel  Bruce, 
Sherlock  Holmes  films.  A  better  than 
usual  who-dun-it,  it  contains  more  of 
the  “mystery”  elements  than  the 
average  Holmes  feature  complete  with 
old  dark  house,  rainy  nights  with 
thunder  and  lightning  and  bats  in  the 
bellfrey,  etc.  Rathbone  and  Bruce  are 
the  definitive  Holmes  and  Watson. 

Rathbone’s  shrewd  aqualine  features 
and  slender  build  form  a  perfect 
counterpoint  to  Bruce’s  heavy  middle 


and  bumbling  awkwardness.  Together 
they  are  a  perfect  personification  of 
the  characters  that  sleuthed  then  way 
from  the  pen  of  Arthur  Conan  Doyle. 
“House  of  Fear”  has  all  the  creepy 
goings  on  to  make  it  a  dead-ringer  for 
Halloween. 


“The  Strong  Man”  is  one  of  Frank 
Capra’s  first  films  and  features  the 
hilarious  antics  of  Harry  Langdon. 
Langdon  is  the  least  known  of  the  four 
comic  greats  of  the  silent  era  along 
with  Chaplin,  Keaton,  and  Harold 
Lloyd.  Langdon’s  “only  God  can  help 
Harry”  comedy  was  essentially  a  Capra 
invention  as  he  was  the  script  writer 
and  director  for  Langdon’s  first  three 
features. 

Langdon  never  fully  understood  his 
character  because  after  firing  Capra, 
the  charm  and  innocence  of  the 
character  was  lost,  and  Langdon  faded 
into  oblivion.  “The  Strong  Man,” 
however,  remains  one  of  "the  fullest 
expression  of  Langdon’s  unusual 
comedy  that  has  ever  come  to  the 
screen.

But  an  AP  story  Wednesday  reported  that  the 
position  of  Arizona  State  has  shifted.  ASU  President 
John  Schwada  said  it  is  “extremely  likely”  now  that 
the  Tempe  school  will  ask  the  Board  of  Regents  for 

permission  td  go  to  the  Pac-8 ..  , 

The  story  said  Schwada  admitted  Arizona  s 
eagerness  to  change  leagues  has  put  “tremendous 
pressure”  on  ASU. 

“The  Western  Athletic  Conference,  in  its  present 
structure,  is  an  outstanding  conference  with  a  bright 
future,  but  with  one  its  stronger  members  (Arizona) 
missing,  the  situation  changes,”  the  Arizona  State 
president  said. 

Arizona  has  been  anxious  to  leave  because  it 
believe*  it  will  bring  more  money  and  prestige  to  the 
school.  A  Pheonix  paper  reports  that  Arizona  officials 
estimate  that  it  would  mean  $250,000  more  a  year  to 
the  school  to  belong  to  the  Pacific  Eight. 

Dr.  John  P.  Schaefer,  president  of  the  University  of 
Arizona,  said  in  a  Los  Angeles  Times  interview,  “I 
believe  in  excellence  in:  all  university  areas,  including 
athletics.”  He  went  on  to  say  that  the  “pursuit  of 
excellence”  means  football  games  with  USC  instead 
of  BYU. 

Apparently,  Dr.  Schaefer  thinks  that  playmg  USC, 
UCLA,  California  and  Stanford  will  bring  more 
prestige  to  the  Tucson  school. 

However,  look  at  Oregon,  Washington  State  and  the 
other  cellar-dwellers  of  the  Pacific  Eight.  What 
prestige  have  those  schools  gained  in  playing  the  big 
boys?  They  haven’t  been  in  the  Rose  Bowl  game.  It  is 
hard  for  the  schools  to  recruit  when  they  are 
constantly  in  the  second  division.  It  is  a 
self-perpetuating  cyde. 

The  coaches  at  the  two  Arizona  schools  realize  the 


dilemma.  Frank  Kush,  ASU’s  highly  successful 
football  coach  told  the  Los  Angeles  Times,  “We’d 
destroy  everything  we  have  built  up  in  the  Fiesta 
Bowl  if  were  to  leave  this  league.  We  get  great  press 
coverage  now  because  we  are  the  big  fish  in  a  little 
pond,  but  if  we  went  into  the  Pac-8  we’d  be  the  little 
tadpoles.”  * 

Arizona  State  has  been  a -perennial  national  football 
power,  finding  itself  in  the  top  ten  and  a  bowl  game 
almost  every  year.  The  Fiesta  Bowl  made  it  into  the 
national-  spotlight  last  year  when  it  matched 
undefeated  ASU  against  once-beaten  Nebraska. 

ASU  finished  the  season  undefeated  with  its  victory 
over  the  CornhuSkers  and  was  ranked  in  the  nation. 
ASU  finished  ahead  of  UCLA,  USC  and  California  in 
the  polls,)  The  Sun  Devils  gained  both  national 
prestige  arid  they  must  have  felt  some  pride  in 
knowning  they  were  building  up  the  WAC. 

This  year,  however,  ASU  and  Arizona  met  UCLA 
for  the  first  time.  Both  teams  were  beaten  badly, 
while  ASU  also  lost  to  California. 

And  if  Dr.  Schaefer  is  going  to  talk  about  playing 
USC  instead  of  BYU,  he  should  try  to  make  sure  his 
team  can  beat  the  Cougars  first.  BYU  took  a  23-16 
game  from  the  Wildcats  in  Tucson  earlier  in  the 
season. 

Of  course,  one  season  cannot  really  decide  this 
question.  Arizona  State  and  Arizona  have  the  coaches 
and  personnel  to  build  teams  to  compete  in  the 
Pac-8  .  Furthermore,  it  would  be  prestigious  for  the 
schools  to  play  in  the  Rose  Bowl. 

BYU  athletic  director  Glen  Tuckett,  who  is 
unhappy  that  the  Arizona  schools  want  to  leave, 
aggees  it  ,  would  also  be  financially  beneficial  for  the 
Arizona  Schools.  Nobody  is  denying  this. 

“There  is  no  way  to  combat  this,”  Tucket  said.

LARAMIE,  Wyo.  (AP)  -  Remember  Wyoming? 

The  football  team  that  served  as  a  springboard  to 
bigger  and  better  things  for  such  coaches  as  Bowden 
Wyatt,  Phil  Dickens  and  Bob  Devaney? 

That  supplied  the  National  Football  League  with 
such  running  backs  as  Jerry  Hill,  Jim  Kiick,  Dave 
Hampton  and  Vic  Washington? 

That  won  four  of  five  bowl  games  until  an  incident 
involving  14  black  football  players  plunged  its 
football  program  into  near-obscurity  in  1969. 

Well  the  Cowboys  are  back. 

Under  37-year-old  Fred  Akers,  a  former  disciple 
of  Darrell  Royal  at  Texas,  Wyoming  has  surprised  the 
Western  Athletic  conference  by  winning  six  of  its  first

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seven  games,  including  a  victory  over  Arizona  State, 
and  the  conference  leadership. 

“Wyoming  has  a  football  tradition.  The  people  in 
this  state  are  used  to  having  winning  football,”  Akers 
said.  “What  we’re  doing  isn’t  the  first  time  it’s  been 
done.  When  it’s  tough  is  when  a  school  has  no 
winning  tradition  in  its  background  —  no  real  deep 
fibers  you  can  refer  to.” 

The  tradition  started  with  Wyatt  in  the  early  1950s, 
before  he  left  to  become  a  major-college  winner  at 
Arkansas  and  Tennessee.  Later  it  was  Dickens,  who 
coached  at  Indiana  after  Wyoming,  and  Devaney,  a 
big  winner  at  Nebraska. 

But  it  stopped  with  Lloyd  Eaton  in  1969,  two 
years  after  he  led  the  Cowboys  to  their  greatest 
football  day  with  a  losing  appearance  in  the  1967 
Sugar  Bowl,  20-13  to  LSU. 

After  describing  the  1969  team  as  his  best  ever  at 
Laramie,  Eaton  removed  14  black  players,  including 
some  of  his  stars,  for  demanding  that  they  be  allowed 
to  wear  black  armbands  in  Wyoming’s  game  against 
Brigham  Young,  owned  by  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ 
of  Latter-day  Saints. 

The  14  wanted  to  protest  policies  of  the  Mormons 
that  they  said  discriminated  against  blacks.  Eaton  said 
no  and  booted  the  players  when  they  insisted. 

Wyoming  beat  BYU  and  won  its  next  game. 

Then  the  Cowboys  lost  four  in  a  row  that  season 
and  finished  1-9  in  1970,  when  the  racial  issue 
swelled  and  hampered  recruitment  of  black  players. 
His  successor,  defensive  coach  Fritz  Shurmur,  was 
unable  to  produce  a  winner  in  four  years. 

Akers  immediately  mounted  a  nationwide  drive 
designed  to  lure  quality  recruits,  many  of  them  black, 
to  the  school  of  8,300  students  in  an  isolated  prairie 
town  of  22,000  in  a  state  with  a  miniscule  black 
population. 

He  also  hired  a  new  staff  of  young  assistants  and 
showed  a  propensity  for  hard  work  that  rubbed  off 
on  the  team  and  the  staff.  Akers  attributes 
Wyoming’s  resurgence  more  to  that  coaching 
philosophy  than  to  his  ability  to  bring  black  players 
back  to  Wyoming. 

“I  think  you  have  to  love  the  game,”  he  said.  “You 
can’t  be  a  clock -puncher. 

“I  think  you  have  to  be  sincere,  fair,  friendly  and 
demanding  with  your  playefs  That’s  about  it.”

Wyoming’s  success  story  this  year  has  a  father 
strange  cast  of  characters:  two  young  quarterbacks, 
only  a  smattering  of  seniors,  no  starting  running  back 
over  185  pounds  and  a  defense  anchored  by  a  stout 
middle  line’backer  from  American  Samoa  by  way  of 
Hawaii. 

“We  know  we  don’t  have  any  one,  two,  three  or 
four  players  who  can  make  the  difference,”  Akers 
said.  “But  our  players  are  dedicated  as  a  team,  and 
they  don’t  Care  who  gets  the  job  done,  as  long  as  it 
gets  done. 


“I  think  the  year  of  experience  and  a  better 
knowledge  of  what  we’re  trying  to  do  in  technical 
football  has  made  the  difference  this  year,”  Akers 
said.  “And  I  tell  you,  the  players  have  just  dedicated 
themselves  to  having  something  good.” 

The  balance  that  exists  on  the  team  is  evident  in 
the  offensive  statistics.  Wyoming  has  rushed  for  1 ,974 
yards  in  seven  games,  yet  its  leading  ground-gainer, 
senior  fullback  Robbie  Wright,  has  just  397  yards  in 
76  attempts.

Study  views 
drug,  ulcers 

WASHINGTON  (AP) 
—  The  Food  and  Drug 
Administration  is 
expected  to  review  next 
year,  a  proposal .  to 
restrict  over-the-counter 
drugs  which  combine 
aspirin  with  antacids,  a 
spokesman  said  Tuesday. 

A  study  group  said  last 
weekthat  the 
combination  could  be 
harmful  to  people  with 
ulcers  because  aspirin  can 
cause  internal  bleeding. 
The  danger,  the  study 
said,  is  that  a  person  with 
an  upset  stomach  and  a 
headache  could  aggravate 
an  ulcer  by  taking  such  a 
drug. 

A  spokesman  for  the 
FDA  said  the  study  panel 
will  seek  further  outside 
opinion  before 
submitting  a  report  to 
the  agency  next  year.

Iowa  winners 
to  side  with 
Pres.  Ford 

EMMETSBURG,  Iowa  (AP)  —  Rural 
Palo  Alto  County,  which  prides  itself 
on  having  voted  with  the  winner  in 
every  presidential  election  since  1896, 
favors  Gerald  Ford  this  time,  according 
to  a  local  poll. 

“Mostly  I  think  it  comes  down  to 
why  they  wouldn’t  vote  for  the 
others,”  said  Jane  Whitmore,  who  is 
handling  the  poll  for  the  Emmetsburg 
Democrat  and  Reporter. 

The  newspaper  polls  shows  Ford 
with  support  from  50.6  per  cent  of 
those  answering,  to  46.7  per  cent  for 
Jimmy  Carter  and  2.9  per  cent  for 
independent  Eugene  McCarthy. 

Since  ballots  first  appeared  in  the 
paper  on  Sept.  30,  274  have  been 
returned  in  this  northwest  Iowa 
county  of  13,289  residents.  Most  of  its 
towns  exist  mainly  as  retail  trade 
centers  and  commodity  marketing 
points  for  farmers. 

Editor  Jerry  Hofstad  said  the  poll 
confirms  his  impression  of  how  the 
election  will  go.  He  said  many 
residents  oppose  Carter  “because  he 
wants  to  give  everything  away,  and 
they’re  full  of  it  —  welfare,  food 
stamps  and  crap  like  that. 

“They  also  like  some  of  the  things 
Ford  has  done,  like  the  vetoes  of  the 
big  spending  bills.” 


President's  aid  blasts 
Carter's  military  views 


BREMERTON,  Wash.  (AP)  - 
Robert  K.  Wolthius,  appointed 
special  assistant  to  President  Ford 
Tuesday,  lashed  out  at  Jimmy 
Carter’s  military  proposals  on  his 
first  day  on  the  job. 

In  Bremerton  to  do  some  Ford, 
campaigning,  the  Ogden,  Utah,  native 
has  served  in  the  White  House  since 
January  1975,  as  deputy  to  Max 
Friedesdorf,  assistant  to  the 
president  for  legislative  affairs. 

Wolthius  said  his  main  purpose  for 
speaking  in  Bremerton  was  to  point 


out  the  differences  between  the 
president  and  presidential  hopeful 
Jimmy  Carter. 

“Mr.  Carter  has  called  for  a  $15 
billion  defense  cut,”  said  Wolthius. 
“If  that  were  to  happen,  you’re  going 
to  have  to  see  cutbacks  in  military 
activity,  base  structures  and 
personnel.” 

“We  need  Trident  nuclear 
submarines,  he  said.  “We  need  the 
B 1 .  We  need  a  balance  of  our  nuclear 
forces.  But  we  need  a  strong  NATO.

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Congressional  aspirants  reap 
special  interest  groups'  money 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  Big  political 
money,  driven  from  the  presidential 
election  by  post-Watergate  reforms,  is 
rushing  in  unprecedented  volume  into 
congressional  races  with  the  potential 
for  greater  impact  than  ever. 

The  Federal  Election  Commission 
says  there  are  at  least  125  political 
committees  which  have  given  as  much 
as  $50,000  each.  With  the  figures  for 
some  committees  in  the  $1  million 
range,  the  over-all  total  and  its  clout  is 


massive. 

Common  Cause,  the  self-styled 
citizens’  lobby,  computed  that  as  of 
Sept.  1  special  interest  groups  from  big 
labor  to  big  business  had  reported 
contributions  totaling  more  than  $10 
million. 

That  is  twice  the  amount  given  by 
special  interest  groups  to  congressional 
candidates  during  the  same  campaign 
period  two  years  ago.  Dairy  farmers, 
who  had  difficulty  placing  their  money 
in  1974  in  the  wake  of  the  mild  fund 
scandal,  have  tripled  their  donations  so 
far  this  year. 

Figures  coming  in  from  October 
filings  indicate  that  the  final  tally  for 
the  1976  campaigns  may  rUn  50  per 
cent  or  more  above  the  September 
level. 

FEC  reports  show  that  the  American 
Medical  Association,  for  example,  had 
given  $904,840  to  Senate  and  House 
candidates  as  of  Oct.  1,  $350,000  of  it 
in  the  30  days  since  the  September 
report. 


“The  record  certainly  appears  to 
show  that  not  only  is  special  interest 
money  coming  in  in  record  amounts 
but  that  it  is  focused  on  legislative  and 
political  goals,”  said  Fred  Wertheimer, 
vice  president  of  Common  Cause. 

“It’s  never  been  an  accident  that 
special  interest  groups  focus  on 
congressional  committees  that  have  life 
or  death  power  over  their  issues,” 
Wertheimer  said.  “What’s  happening  is 
that  with  the  role  of  special  interest 
money  eliminated  from  the  presidential 
system,  everyone  is  flocking  to 
Congress.” 

The  biggest  spender  by  far  is  the 
AMA  and  its  related  state  societies. 
Gifts  from  AMA-related  committees 
totaled  $963,725  by  Sept.  11. 

The  AMA  had  another  $1  million  in 
its  war  chests,  some  of  which  is  being 
reflected  in  reports  coming  in  now. 

Common  Cause  has  filed  a  formal 
complaint  with  the  FEC  charging  that 
the  AMA’s  system  of  giving  up  to  the 
maximum  $5,000  from  both  national 
and  state  units  circumvents  the  legal 
limit.  AMA  claims  its  state  units  are 
autonomous  and  can  make  their  own 
contributions. 

The  California  Medical  Political 
Action  Committee  alone  has  given  out 
$  50,750  to  Senate  and  House 
candidates,  some  of  it  overlapping  gifts 
from  the  national  fund. 

AMA  groups  gave  a  total  of  $21,815 
to  16  of  the  37  members  of  the  House 
Ways  and  Means  Committee  as  of  Sept. 


1.  And  among  members  of  the  Senate 
Finance  Committee,  Sen.  Lloyd 
Bentsen,  D-Tex  ,  also  briefly  a 
presidential  candidate,  got  $20,000  and 
Sen.  Harry  Byrd,  Ind.-Va.,  $6,000. 
Those  are  the  committees  that  deal 
with  health  insurance  legislation. 

The  next  largest  bloc  of 
congressional  contributions  comes 
from  the  dairy  industry,  which  benefits 
from  numerous  federal  laws  and 
regulations,  including  milk  price 
supports  which  have  been  raised  three 
times  in  the  last  two  years.  The 
industry’s  primary  contributions  go 
through  political  committees 
representing  the  three  largest  milk 
cooperatives.  They  had  given  $682,184 
by  Sept.  1. 

Dairy  gifts  of  more  than  $131,000 
have  gone  to  at  least  21  of  the  43 
members  of  the  House  Agriculture 
Committee.  The  biggest  beneficiary 
was  Rep.  John  W.  Jenrette,  D-S.C., 
who  received  $27,000. 

Other  Democrats  on  the  committee 
getting  large  dairy  gifts  included  Reps. 
John  Melcher  of  Montana,  $15,000; 
Richard  Nolan  of  Minnesota,  $14,725; 
Charles  Rose  of  North  Carolina, 
$9,000;  Glenn  English  of  Oklahoma, 
$8,000;  and  Tom  Harkin  of  Iowa, 
$7,000. 

The  leading  Republican  on  the  dairy 
gift  list  was  Rep.  Richard  Kelly  of 
Florida,  who  got  $6,000.  Sen  George 
McGovern,  D-S.D.,  a  member  of  the 
Senate  Agriculture  Committee  running 


for  re-election  this  year,  has  been  given 

$12,000. 

Common  Cause  figures  show 
agriculture,  professional  and  business 
groups  giving  $4.9  million  to  Senate 
and  House  candidates,  compared  with 
$2.1  million  at  the  same  stage  of  the 
1974  campaign. 


Bentsen  leads  the  list  of  individual 
recipients  with  $100,450,  including 
some  funds  he  received  while  seeking 
his  party’s  presidential  nomination. 
Other  top  recipients  were  Sens.  Vance 
Hartke,  D-Ind.,  $85,150,  and  Robert 
Taft,  R-Ohio,  $74,115. 


Sen.  Hubert  H.  Humphrey,  D-Minn., 
was  the  largest  recipient  from  all  labor 
sources  as  of  Sept.  1.  He  had  been 
given  $96,375,  followed  by  Hartke 
with  $90,850  and  Sen.  John  Tuhney, 
D-Calif.,  with  $90,493. 

Common  Cause  estimates  that  all 
labor  contributions  to  congressional 
candidates  as  of  Sept.  1  had  totaled 
$4.1  million,  compared  with  $2.8 
million  for  the  same  period  in  1974. 

Political  committees  of  the  AFL-CIO 
had  given  $630,974  by  Sept.  1,  more 
than  $600,000  of  it  going  to 
Democrats.  The  new  October  figures 
show  the  national  Committee  on 
Political  Education  giving  $727,669. 

Real  estate  interests  had  contributed 
$25,000  to  17  Democrats  and  eight 
Republicans  on  the  44-member  House 
Banking,  Currency  and  Housing 
Committee.

They  also  would  not  disclose  whether  the 
raids  had  led  to  recovery  of  any  of  the  loot 
from  the  safe  deposit  boxes  of  the  Societe 
General  branch  bank  in  Nice  hit  by  the  gang 
over  the  weekend  of  July  17-1 8. 

Using  the  same  technique  of  tunneling 
from  sewers  into  the  bank  vault,  gangsters 
robbed  another  Societe  Generale  branch  in 
Paris  a  month  later,  rifling  191  safe  deposit 
boxes  of  an  estimated  $5  million  in  cash  and 
valuables. 

Modern  sewer  bandits  first  appeared  in 
December  1975,  trying  to  knock  over  a  post 
office  vault  in  Paris.  But  they  were 
interrupted  and  fled  empty-handed.  In 
January  1976  they  tunneled  into  a  Paris 
bank  vault,  emptying  40  safe  deposit  boxes. 
The  amount  taken  was  not  disclosed. 

On  Oct.  8,  Paris  police  arrested  Raymond 
Brisacier,  a  40-year-old  auto  mechanic, 


accused  of  trying  to  sell  bonds  stolen  in  the 
July  robbery  in  Nice. 

Police  said  Brisacier  knew  the  vault 
robbers  and  was  part  of  their  fencing 
operation  although  he  did  not  personally 
participate  in  the  bank  job. 

Brisacier  had  cashed  in  bonds  for  about 
$24,000  and  when  asked  where  he  got  them 
he  replied  that  he  bought  them  from  a  man 
he  met  by  chance  in  a  cafe,  police  said. 

Sources  in  Marseille  said  a  tip  from  an 
ex-convict  gave  police  their  lead  in  the  case. 
They  first  identified  several  people  who  had 
let  their  names  be  used  to  buy  the  mobsters 
about  a  ton  of  equipment  for  the  tunneling 
operation,  from  wheelbarrows  to  cutting 
torches  and  cylinders  of  welding  gas. 

Police  had  the  buyers  under  surveillance 
for  the  past  two  months  and  had  to  sweep  in 
prematurely  for  the  arrests  Tuesday, 
apparently  because  the  gang  got  wind  they 
were  closing  in.

WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  The  League  of 
Conservation  Voters  has  announced  its  financial 
support  for  seven  challengers  in  House  and  Senate 
races. 

The  Washington-based  organization  describes  itself 
as  a  national  campaign  committee  “that  raises  money 
for  outstanding  environmental  candidates  from  both 
parties.”  It  is  chaired  by  Marion  Edey. 

The  league  also  has  recently  published  ratings  of 
the  100  present  members  of  the  Senate,  based  on 
absences  and  votes  on  the  Senate  floor  on  what  it 
termed  3 1  “critical  environmental  issues”  during  the 
last  two  years. 

Utah  Republican  Senator  Jake  Garn  has  less  than  a 
5  per  cent  rating. 

Sen.  James  Abourezk,  D-S.D.,  scored  the  highest  by 
that  system,  with  a  90  per  cent  “correct”  position  on 
those  bills,  amendments  and  procedural  questions 
that  decided  the  fate  of  some  legislation. 

Sens.  Dick  Clark,  D-Iowa;  Edward  M.  Kennedy, 
D-Mass.;  Gaylord  Nelson,  D-Wis.;  William  Proxmire, 
D-Wis.;  John  Culver,  D-Iowa;  Phillip  Hart,  D-Mich.; 
and  Clifford  Case,  R-N.J.;  all  were  rated  at  85  per 
cent  or  higher.

“Oversight  Subcommittee,’  at  least  for. now. 

U.S.  District  Cotirt  Judge  Thomas  Flannery 
dismissed  three  private  suits  which  asked  that  Hays 
and  Miss  Ray  be  forced  to  repay  the  federal 
government. 

Three  private  citizens  -  Edward  Thompson, 
Anthony  Cennamo,  and  Anthony 
Martin-Trigona-brought  the  suits  under  the  alleged

that  Hays  and  Miss  Ray  defrauded  the  government  by 
arranging  her  to  be  paid  a  clerical  salary  when  in 
reality  she  was  only  his  mistress. 

Hays,  once  chairman  of  the  House  Administration 
Committee,  resigned  from  Congress  earlier  this  year 
after  newspaper  accounts  quoted  Miss  Ray  as  saying 
she  was  on  the  payroll  only  as  his  mistress. 

The  Ohio  Democrat  acknowledged  a  “personal 
relationship”  with  her  but  denied  that  she  was  on  the 
payroll  solely  to  be  his  mistress. 

The  false  claims  act  authorizes  private  citizens  or 
the  government  to  sue  to  recover  money  paid  out  by 
the  government  for  fraudulent  reasons. 

Flannery,  in  dismissing  the  private  suits  on 
Tuesday,  noted  that  the  Justice  Department  is 
investigating  the  Hays  case.  He  said  the  three 
plaintiffs  had  only  the  information  they  had  gotten 
from  the  newspapers,  which  the  department  also  has.

Senatorial  race  predicted  close  in  Utah 


Moss  campaign 
tainted  by  Howe

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  -  Frank  E. 
Moss,  Utah’s  senior  senator  who  has 
investigated  nursing  homes  and  alleged 
abuses  in  the  Medicaid  program, 
appeared  to  be  in  trouble  as  his 
campaign  for  a  fourth  term  entered  the 
final  days. 

Moss,  65,  and  ranking  third  in  the 
Senate’s  leadership  behind  Majority 
Whip  Robert  C.  Byrd  of  West  Virginia, 
is  battling  Republican  Orrin  Hatch,  42, 
a  political  first-timer  backed  by  former 
California  Gov.  Ronald  Reagan. 

Hatch,  a  lawyer  against  big 
government,  poor  fiscal  policy  and 
federal  incursion  into  Utah’s 
energy-development  plans,  held  a  49-45 
per  cent  lead  over  the  veteran  Moss  in 
the  latest  public  opinion  poll. 

Moss,  however,  says  he’s'  sure  he  can 
defeat  Hatch  in  Tuesday’s  election. 

“I’m  going  to  win,  but  it’s  puzzling.  I 
think  we’re  having  a  very  difficult  year 
and  there’s  some  apathy  on  the  part  of 
the  voters,  with  leftovers  from  Vietnam 


and  Watergate,”  Moss  said, 
despite  that,  I  think  I  can  win.” 

He  attributes  some  of  his  lesser 
showing  to  the  presence  of  the  ticket 
of  Democratic  Rep.  Allan  T.  Howe, 
who  was  convicted  of  soliciting  sex  for 
pay  from  two  police  decoy  prostitutes. 
Despite  the  urging  of  state  political 
leaders,  including  Moss,  Howe  has 
refused  to  withdraw  his  re-election  bid. 

“Yes,  I’m  afraid  we’re  all  being 
dragged  down  by  it,”  Moss  said. 

Moss  chairs  the  Senate  Committee  on 
Aging,  from  which  last  summer  he 
issued  a  report  alleging  fee-splitting 
agreements  between  physicians  and 
landlords  has  led  to  numerous  abuses  in 
the  Medicaid  program.  He  also  chairs 
the  Aeronautical  and  Space  Sciences 
subcommittee,  which  approves  funds 
for  the  space  program. 


Hatch  defendant 
in  fraud  lawsuit 


Moss,  who  has  been  in  public  service 
nearly  all  his  adult  life,  has  taken  flak 
for  his  vote  favoring  the  common  situs 
picketing  act.  He  also  favors  passage  of 
the  Equal  Rights  Amendment,  while 
Hatch  opposes  it.  The  issue  looms  in 
Utah,  where  the  Mormon  church  has 
repeatedly  denounced  the  ERA.  Both 
candidates  are  members  of  the  church. 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  -  U.S. 
Senate  candidate  Orrin  Hatch  says 
release  of  a  statement  by  the  Frank 
Moss  campaign  reporting  Hatch  a 
defendant  in  a  $5.3  million  fraud  suit 
brought  by  former  heavyweight  boxing 
champion  George  Foreman,  is  the  act 
of  a  desperate  man. 

Sen.  Moss,  D-Utah,  is  seeking 
re-election  to  a  fourth  term  but  has 
trailed  Republican  Hatch  in  recent 
polls. 

Hatch  said  release  of  a  transcript  of 
the  suit  by  the  Moss  campaign  late 
Tuesday  was  “a  sleazy,  vicious.-  effort 
to  discredit  me.”  He  descirbed  Moss  as 
“an  oldtime  politician  that  is  just  out 
to  do  everything  he  can  to  save  his 
seat.” 

Moss  campaign  chairman  Donald 
Holbrook  issued  copies  of  the  suit 
naming  Hatch  and  eight  others.  It  was 
filed  Nov.  21,  1975,  in  U.S.  District 
Court  for  Northern  California.

Coin  operated  games  in  the  center 
include  four  foosball  tables,  four  air 
hockey  tables  and  15  electronic  games. 
Played  on  a  television-type  screen,  the 
electronic  games  include  “sea  wolf,”  a 
game  with  a  submarine  which  sinks 
ships  with  electronic  torpedos,  and 
“tank,”  where  two  players  shoot  at  one 
another’s  tanks. 


Invitational  meet 

An  electronic  table  tennis  game 
called  “pong”  was  the  center’s  first 
electronic  game  and  was  installed  three 
years  ago,  according  to  Bown.  The 
other  14  games  were  added  as  new 
games  came  on  the  market. 

The  “biggest  thing”  that  happens  at 
the  games  center,  according  to  Bown,  is 
the  annual  BYU  INvitational  Meet. 

“Students  come  from  schools  all  over 
the  West  to  attend  the  meet,  which 
includes  bowling,  chess  and  table  tennis 
tournaments,  a  banquet  and  campus 
tours,”  said  Bown.  “The  participating 
,  schools  really  look  forward  to  it.” 

Bown,  who  has  worked  with  the 
center  for  12  and  a  half  years,  said,  “I 
take  a  lot  of  pride  in  the  games  center. 
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A  variety  of  activities,  including 
bowling,  miniature  golf,  table  tennis, 
foosball,  shuffleboard,  air  hockey  and 
electronic  games  are  available  at  the 
BYU  Games  Center. 

“The  goal  of  the  center  is  to  serve 
the  studentbody  by  offering  a  clean 
atmosphere  for  enjoyment  of  a 
wholesome  form  of  relaxation,”  said 
Shafter  Bown,  games  center  manager. 

Bowling  facilities,  which  include  20 
lanes,  are  open  to  students,  faculty, 
staff  and  alumni  from  4  to  1 1  p.m. 
Mon.  -  Thurs.,  9  a.m.  to  midnight 
Friday  and  10  a.m.  to  midnight 
Saturday.  A  few  lanes  are  open  from 
noon  to  4  p.m.  Monday  -  Thursday 
while  bowling  classes  are  being  held, 
said  Bown. 

Rates  for  bowling  are  35  cents  per 
line  and  15  cents  for  shoes  or  three 
lines  for  $1,  shoes  included,  for  BYU 
students,  faculty,  staff  and  then- 
families.  Rates  for  alumni  and  guests 
are  45  cents  per  line  and  20  cents  for 
shoes. 


Lane  Reservations 

Lanes  may  be  reserved  by  contacting 
the  games  center,  preferably  in  person, 
according  to  Bown.  He  said  that 
reservations  can  not  be  made  for  after 
6  p.m.  because  of  the  high  demand  for 
lanes  in  the  evenings.  No  reservations 
will  be  made  for  Mondays  either,  he 
said. 

Bown  noted  that  students  coming 
between  5  and  7  p.m.  Monday  — 
Thursday  will  not  have  to  wait  long  for 
a  lane.  He  said  that  it’s  also  easy  to  get 
a  lane  while  classes  are  being  held  from 
noon  to  4  p.m. 

“Our  bowling  lanes  are  in  excellent 
condition,”  said  Bown.  “We  keep  them 
clean  and  buffed  through  daily 
maintenance.  Although  our  pin  setting 
machine  is  over  12  years  old,  it  still 
performs  well  because  of  daily 
cleaning.  Unlike  most  universities,  we 
do  all  our  own  maintenance.  We 
employ  a  full-time  pin  setting 
mechanic.” 

The  center  sells  a  complete  line  of 
bowling  equipment  and  supplies,  said 
Bown.  “We  measure  and  sell  many 
bowling  balls,  ranging  in  weight  from 
eight  to  16  lbs.,”  he  said.

Miniature  golf 

A  nine-hole  miniature  golf  course 
was  added  to  the  center  a  year  ago  to

course  can  be  played  in  about  20 
minutes  and  there  is  seldom  a  wait 
since  a  new  player  can  tee  off  as  soon 
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
